BEGARDED BY AUSTRIA. 


Russia Neither Desires nor Fears War—The 
Austrian View The Triple Alliance Too 
Strong—Condition of the German Crown 
Prince—No Fears Entertained at Present 
-A Political Sensation in Nova Scotia— 
Foreign News. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, December 16.—The Official 
Military Gazette article favorably impressed 
the public mind as exactly expressing the na- 
tional feeling. Russia neither desires nor fears 
The Journal de St. Petersburg says: 


is not responsible for the continuous reinforce- 
ments and the condition of armed peace, It is- 
true that the Central Powers allege that the 
sole object of their alliances and arma- 
ments is the maintenance of the pa- 
cific. status quo, based upon existing 
treaties. If, therefore, Rusela associates her- 
self with this guarantee of peace by taking 
defensive measures to preserve the equill- 
brium of the forces, it remains to be decided 
to what point this abuse of the principle si vis 
pacem, paro bellum, which weighs heavily on 
the finances of every country, while exciting 
passion and alarming the public mind, is the 
best means of preserving peace, which ah the 
world appears to desire, andthe maintenance 
of which we believeto be assured fora long 
period, thanks to our good relations with our 
neighbore.’’ 

ACUTENESS OF THE SITUATION INCREASED. 

Per, December 16.—The Austrian press 
are unanimously of the opinion that the ar- 
ticle published in the St. Petersburg Official 
Military Gazette in relationto the military 
preparations of the Powers has greatly in- 
creased the acuteness of the situation.

son-in-law, M. Wilson, and in a fit of impa- 
tience he threw the letters into the fire. A few 
after, the Prefect called again 
the Elysee to tell the President 
that Mme. Limousin knew these let 
ters by heart, and that their 
withdral could not be concealed. It was then 
that M. Grevy himself directed his son-in-law 
to rewrite the letters, leaving out his name. 
If it had not been for the water mark in the 
paper this substitution could not have been 
proved. As the case stood, bowever, any 
prosecution of M. Wilson would necessarily 
have involved the prosecution of M. Grevy, 
and there are very few Frenchmen who could 
have wished to see the ex- President of the Re- 
public prosecuted on account of the indiscre- 
tions of his stupid and blundering son-in-law. 
Hence, the case has been allowed to drop.

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DAMAGING PROOF. 


Cross on the Charge of 
Poisoning His Wife. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
DuBLIN, December 16.—The trial] of Dr. Phil- 
lip Cross on the charge of poisoning his wife 
on June 2 last was resumed yesterday at Cork. 
Mary Baron, the parlor maid at shandy Hall, 
deposed to seeing a chlorodyne bottle in the 
room ofthe deceased. Mrs. Cross had fits or 
something. She complained of her heart. 
The witness had also found dry macaroni 
under the deceased’s pillow after her death. 
Capt. Woodly deposed that Dr. Cross told him 
that Mrs. Cross had fever, but that the imme- 
diate cause of her death was heart disease. 
Mr. Pool, the manager of the London and 
Northwestern Hotel in Dublin, identified 
the persons in the photographs produced as 
occupying one bed at the end of March last. 
They were Dr. Cross and the present Mrs. 
Cross. He saw them again in June and they 
again occupied one room. Two female serv- 
ants in the hotel corroborated this evidence, 
adding that there was only one bed in the 
room. Cornelius Macarthy, a messenger, de- 
posed that the prisoner had said in a quarrel 
with the deceased, that he wished the devil 
would take her out of the house. A chemist in 
Goulding’s swore that in September, 188, Dr. 
Cross purchased a pound of arsenic there for 
sheep dipping purposes. Dr. Yelverton Pear- 
son, who with Dr. Crowley made the post- 
mortem examination of the bodyof the de- 
ceased, said that he found no trace of typhoid 
fever in the intestines. The organs in the 
central part of the body were well preserved. 
There was no pntrification and arsenic pre- 
serves the flesh foratime. The heart was a 
heaithy one. There was no appearance of 
natural disease inthe organs. He found on 
analysis a small quantity of arsenic; also 
strychnine in too small a quantity to estimate. 
Asked if the total quantity of arsenic he found 
would destroy life the witness answered:

African King and the chief of the Boraleade 
Cavalry, made affidavits to the effect that 
Teepoo was duly married to Capt. Bethell,and 
that she was not before married. Capt. Bethel! 
by his will lefta certain number of heifers to 
Teepoo, and directed that if a child were born 
it should be educated in England after it 
reached 8 years of age, and that if a boy, he 
should enter the English army, but 
that Teepoo should forfeit her prop- 

erty if she behaved improperly. Capt. Bethel 
left considerable property in Yorkshire, and 
the question before the court was whether the 
marriage wasa legal one and the daughter 
consequently legitimate and entitled to the 
property. Mr. Hastings, Q. C., contended 
that this was not a polygamous marriage, and 
that it was consequently valid. There may 
have been polygamy in the Baraiong tribe, put 
Capt. Bethell lived with Teepoo as his only 
wife, and had no intention of committing 
bigamy. The case was not completed when 

the court adjourned.

IT WAS FEARFUL. 


A Violent Wind and Hail Storm Sweeps 
Over. Folsomdale. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPATCH. 

ALDEN, N. T., December 16.—A violent 
wind and hail storm, almost approaching a 
cyclonein intensity, visited Folsomdale, six 
miles south from here, yesterday afternoon. 
The storm sprang up suddenlyand a heavy 
black cloud inthe west and northern sky was 
the first warning the farmers had. When the 
cloud burst it swept everything in its path and 
passed int northwesterly direction, cutting a 


wide swath and leaving devastation where had 
been rich farming lands, orchards and build- 
ings. No houses and sheds were injured, 
but fruit trees were leveled, barns razed and 
many sheep and hogs killed. People ran fér 
shelter and those who were caught in the hail- 
storm that followed describe it as something 
fearful. Many show bruises, and dead cattle 
with big swollen welts on their broad backs, 
where the monster hailstones struck~them, 
attest the severity ofthe shower. ‘‘As big as 
ducks’ eggs,’’ said a farmer whose dern had 
been blown down, exposing several head of 
fine cattle. ‘‘My Jersey heifers dropped 
down as if mv had been hit by cahnon- 
balls.“ A funeral procession was caught in 
the hailstorm, and the horses ot the hearse 
ran away, thr the driver from his seat 
and emashing/ the . through the glass 
side of the véniclé. The wagons and buggies 
following the hearse drove into a grove for 
shelter. Fortunately the path of the storm 
was to the north of the village and the Fol- 
som mansion, where the President’s wife used 
to spend her summer vacations with her 
randfather’s family, was unharmed. The 
isturbances appear to have been local in 
character.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


THE DE SOTO INSURANCE CORPSE A SUB- 
JECT OF CONTENTION TO-DAY. 


The Receiver Following Up the Securities for 
Payment of Costs and Expenses—An Olid 
Chapter of Insurance Fraud Kecalled— 
The End of a Habeas Corpus Proceeding 
—More of the Dorris & Colvin Oircus 
Muddle—Cases on Trial Under the Dome. 


Judge Dillon to-day called up an old case in 
equity, rattling over the bones of an insurance 
corpse. The suit was that of Receiver Heman 
of the De Soto Mutual Life Insurance Company 
against James H. Britton, W. H. Ballentin, J. 
R. Lionbeiger and others to enforce payment 
of oosts and expenses of the De Soto estate out 
of the proceeds of eleven Missouri State 
bonds representing the residue of the deposit 
of $100,000 with the State Insurance Depart- 
ment. This suit was decided adversely to the 
Receiver in the Oircuit Court and it went 
upon appeal to the Supreme Oourt, where 
he judgment was reversed and the 
case) remanded. The De Soto concern 
was declared insolvent in 1878. It was one of 
the companies whose b siness was absorbed 
by the St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany under a contract for reinsurance of its 
risks. 

The costs and expenses for winding up the 
De Soto’s policy liabilities of $20,000, which 
were very fat indeed, were allowed in the 
Circuit Court, and the contention 
arose whether the payment should 
be made out of the proceeds of 
the sale ot the Columbia assets and securities 
or whether the money should come from the 
proceeds ofeleven state bonds representing 
the residue of the De Soto’s securities of $100,- 
000 after paymenttothe stockhelders of 9889, 
000. Judges and attorneys alike are ashamed 
to resurrect the factsin connection with the 
life insurance management of st. Louis com- 
panies involved in the Columbia wreck.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


An Important Motien Declared Lost bya 
Mistake of the Secretary. 


At the meeting of the School Board last 
evening the Special Committee on Rules made 
a report recommending the creation and ap- 
pointment of the following committees: 
Auditing, three members; Teachers, seven 
members; Lands and Leasing, five members; 
Supplies, ive members; Course of Study, five 


members; Building, seven members; Ways 
and Means, five members; Salary, three mem- 
bers; Library, seven members; Rules, three 
members. he members of tlie Library Com- 
mittee with the President and Vice-l’resident 
are to be ex-officio members of the Board of 
Managers of the Public Schools. 

John W. O’Connell offered a resolution re- 
committing the question of rules to a commit- 
tee of seven. r. Koenig objected on the 
ground thut it was the duty of the Committee 
on Rules when appointed te harmonize the 
existing rules. r. O’Connell’s resolution 
being deciured out of order, he offered a mo- 
tion to postpone consideration of the report 
until the first Tuesday in January. This mo- 
tion was lost. 

Mr. O'Connell then moved the election ofa 
President and Vice-President for one year. 
The object of his various motions he said, was 
to make the terms of those offices one instead 
of two years. This m tion was adopted by a 
vote of II to 9, but dy a mistake uf the secre- 
tary it Was announced as a tie vote and ‘lost.

THE NEW LEADER OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


A Man of the People, in the Fore Front 
Among Tariff l.eform Thinkers — Per- 
sonal Appearance and Manners of the 
Distinguished Texas Member of Congress 
— Mr. Mills’ Family. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispator. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. O., December 16.—Roger 
Q. Mills, the man selected by Speaker Carlisle 
to be the leader of the Democratic House of 
Representatives, is one of the least known 
and best known men in pubiic life. He is best 
known in that he stands at the forefront 
among tariff-reform thinkers of to-day; he is 
least known in that you will not find bis biog- 
raphy in any of the encyclopedias ,and the story 
of his life as told in the Congressional Direct- 
ory is made up of three lines. It states that 
he lives in Corsicana, Tex., and that he has 
been in Congress fourteen yeurs. Mr. Mille 
through modesty has never repliedto the 
questions of the congressional biographer, 
and, as one of the papers put it 
a year ago, no one appears to know 
where he was born, and he bears no evidence 
of having had father or mother. He is at 
present 55 years old and he would be a marked 
man in any crowd. Tall, straight and oom - 
manding, be bas a chest like that of Hercules, 
and his big, round, handsome head is fast- 
ened to broad shoulders by a strong and well- 
cut neck. He stands 5 feet 10 in his stockings 
and he looks the leader. There is none of the 
difidence and backwardness of Morrison 
about him,and his brave, dark-brown eye 
looks straight into yours as he talks. It 
twinkles at times and the man is full of 
humor, as well as of seriousness. He 
can tell a good story and I would not 
be surprised to hear that he could sing a 
good song. Mr. Milis’ forehead is very high, 
broad and full and he combs his gray hair well 


back from it. His hair is short and rather 
thin at the top and it curis — just over 
his ears. His nose is struight and large enough 
to be that of a Kreat man, and the ragged 
mustache, which shows out under it, is made 
of strands of frosted silver. He has no beard 
and the only whiskers is on his chin in a little 
wisp of ag:atee, fastened beneath his lower 
lip.

Mills supported 
Carlisle when he first ran for the Speakersh p, 
and has been in his counsels ever since. Heis 
also very intimate with the President, but I 
imagine that his relations to Mr. Randall are 
s:mewhat different. The two have such differ- 
ent ideas on the turifftbat they could hardly be 
close friends, and Mr. Milis does not hesitate 
to call aspade a spade when he thinks it is 
one. Mills is a good speaker and he thinks 
well when on his feet. He talks in strong 
chest tones with the accent of the Southerner, 
and never loses his head. He will be a much 
abler leader than was Morrison, and in addi- 
tion to having all the valuable mixed quali- 
ties which Morrison was supposed to have 
possessed in so large a degree, be will have 
the volce, courage and strength to take his 
place on the floor.

‘THE NATIONAL CONVENTION OF REPUB- 
ua CLUBS aT NEW YORK. 


The Work of Organization—Hearty Cheer- 
ing for the Maine Man, During Which 
Ohio Remains Silent—(Opposition to La- 
mar’s Appointment — Senator Evarte’ 
Speech—The National and State Leagues. 


NEw YORE, December 16.—When the dele- 
gates to the Convention of Republican Clubs 
began to file into Chickering Hall to-day it 
was remarked that they wore a more oonfl- 
dent air than yesterday when the batalltons 
were disordered and headless, The idea of a 
federation of clubs, centralized and obedient 
to the touch of a directing hand, was before 
every eye. They were now in a shape 
to carry out the purpose of the convention. 
Committees apppointed yesterday had been 
at work last night, rules of order had been 
framed, Evarts had been nominated for per- 
manent Chairman, other matters had been 


arranged by other committees, and every- 
thing should go smoothly, but how the high 
spirits and, in some cases, turbulence of the 
members could be held uuder restraint re- 
mulned to be seen, Among the first to arrive 
and take position on the platt was the 
temporary Chairman, Daniel J. Ryan. The 
members came in slowly. A busy day was 
before them. Three sessions had been decide 
on for the day’s business, morning, afternoon 
and 2 The order of business is 
be the calling of the convention to . by 
the temporary Chairman, report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, report of the Commit- 
tee on Rules and Order, report of the Commit- 
tee on Permunent Organization of the con- 
vention. Then permanent Chairman Senator 
Evarts will take the chair and address the 
convention. After that the reports of the 
Committees on Resolutions and on Permanent 
Orgenization of State Leagues will be acted 
upon. The real business ofthe convention 
will be then entered upon and witha zeal 
that present indications say will be over- 
flowing. 
GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 
The meeting was toopen at 10 a. m., but at half 
r there was no sign of coming to order. 
A third of the delegutes only arrived, They 
were gathered in groups chatting of what the 
day should bring forth. 
bout 10:4 the convention was called 

to order by Hon. Daniel J. Ryan. The Chair- 
men of the different committees appointed 
yesterday then made their reports. Senator 
Chandler led off with the report of the Cam- 
mittee on Rules and Order of Business. The 
Chairmen of the other committees then fol- 
lowed with reports. At the reading of the 

ames of the different clubs pretext was 

ound for cheering their names when suggest- 

ive. There were 813 club hames to read, 
and the cheering was almost cantinavous as the 
following names were repeated: John Sher- 
man, U. 8. Grant, Charles Sumner, John A. 
Logan, Ben Wade, Abraham Lincoln and 
James G. Blaine. The last name was greeted 
with tremendous cheering, but it was noticed 
that some delegates did not join in it. The 
Ohio delegation was silentand motionless. 

What's the matter with Ohio?’’ was asked 
and the cheering was repeated.

And it is 
needless to say that Miss Clayton is not a 
lara Morris. There are two scenes in this 
play that are as quietly powerful in their 
depicting of the struggle of love in the toils of 
the inevitable as anything that has been 
written for the stage of late years. One is that 
scene in which the lover after a year’s absence 
returns suddenly and meets Lenore unex- 
pectedly on the bridge, sick and faded. Their 
hearts leap to each other.
